Field Day Site, Lundborg : Landing The 1989 Loma Prieta earthquake killed 62 people, injured 
Bethel Island, California 3,757 and left more than 12,000 homeless. Direct damage 
totaled almost $7 billion- $3 billion of it in San Francisco 
alone. Over 18,000 homes were damaged and 963 were 
destroyed. Over 2,500 other buildings were damaged and 
147 were destroyed. Power to San Francisco was knocked 
out and the city was dark for the first time since the 1906

20. And the Loma Prieta earthquake was by no means

Can You Go It Alone for Three Days 


The first 72 hours after a major emergency or disaster 
are critical. Electricity, gas, water, and telephones may 
not be working. In addition, public safety services such 
as police and fire departments will be busy handling 
serious crises. You should be prepared to be self- 
sufficient — able to live without running water, 
electricity and/or gas, and telephones — for at least three 
days following a major emergency. To do so, keep on 
hand in a central location the following:
